Rawhide bummer 


I want to apologize if this letter 
sounds a little on the bitchy side. Here’s 
the story: 

October 27, 1974. It’s my brother’s 
15th birthday, his first set of leathers, 
and his first race. After finally winning 
the perennial father’s permission, he 
started his first race at Rawhide Park. 
This was not a club event, so it was 
sponsored by the park itself. 

In the second 250 Beginner moto an 
overeager rider went wide in a turn 
trying to pass and ended up using my 
brother’s leg for a berm. Both bikes 
were on top of each other, pinning my 
brother on the bottom, screaming with 
an ankle broken im three places. The 
culprit then proceeded to pull his bike 
off and continue the race, leaving my 
brother pinned beneath his bike. Now, 
my gripe isn’t against the accident, or 
even against the vermin who left an 
injured rider screaming in pain. My gripe 
is against the people who put on the 
race for what happened next. 

I was about 150 yards across the 
track, yet I was the first person on the 
scene to help. By this time my brother 
had unpinned himself and pushed the 
bike off the track to keep from being 
hit by other racers, complicating his 
injury to where it required orthopedic 
surgery to repair the damage. I found 
only three flagmen on the whole course 
which consists of 13 turns, 10 of which 
are major enough to require flagmen. In 
other words, if you wiped out it’s up to 
you to get off the course, regardless of 
injury. 

I realize that moto-x is a relatively 
new sport and organization takes time 
and money. But when a moto-x park 
charges $8 a head to race ($3 to get in 
and $5 to enter the race) and $2 a head 
for spectators, there is more than 
enough bread involved to afford a few 
more flagmen around the course to 
achieve some semblance of safety. 

I have nothing against Rawhide Park 
or the people who run it, but I wish 
they would become a little less profit 
motivated and a little more safety 
oriented in the future.

The nine to 16-year-old bikers of 
today don’t know how lucky they 
are. Ten years ago when you 
wanted to give your kid a little 


bike could have at Hopetown and has 75 trophies at 
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dirt so he 


something to ride when the family 
went to the boondocks, you had 
about one choice. A Yamaha 80 
stréet bike, lights, 17-inch wheels. It was 
heavy and big. 

Now there are a lot of good, 
dirt-ready bikes to choose from. The 80 
YZ Yamaha is the new version of the 
standard 80 Mini Enduro. It has all the 
trick stuff, five-speed gearbox, special 
fitted forks which really do the job, the 
porting has been changed to give it more 
RPMs and it has a new pipe to go with 
the new porting. The compression is up 
from 6.8 to 7.4, and the carb is now a 
20mm Mikuni (last year it was a 16mm 
Teikei). The price is about $499 and we 
hear they are hard to get. 

To do the bike justice, we got a top 
mini champ to do our testing, Bobby 
Kline is 14-years-old and weighs 82 
pounds. His wins include the 1973 Mini 
Nationals in the 110cc Modified class, 
1974 World Mini Grand Prix at Indian 
Dunes plus the 1973 110cc Novice class 





home, so he knows what it’s all about. 

We went. out to Valley Cycle Park in 
Moorpark, California and he rode it for 
an hour. Bob’s not much of a talker but 
here is what he said: 


DW How do you like it? 

BW Neat! I would like to have one, it 
handles great. : 

DW How does it compare with the 
other minicycles? 

BK It would blow my 75 Honda in 
the weeds. 

DW Then it’s fast enough to race as is? 
BK It’s a stock bike but it’s fast 
enough to race in the modified class, I’d 
like to race it just as it is now. 

DW Is there anything that is bad 
about the bike? 

BK. Every time you go over big jumps 
the rear shocks go “clunk.” 


I made a short run on the bike at the 
end of the day, and found that it had 
surprising power. In fact, going up a hill 
in second gear the front end came up so 
easy, it kinda surprised me. 


14-year-old Bobby Kline, our guest tester, is just the kind of rider the 1975 
Yamaha YZ80 was redesigned for. It weighs about 145 Ibs. and comes race-ready. 











Yamaha YZ 80 mini-motocross 











The YZ80 is a big improvement over the familiar Mini Enduro. 
We don’t know what they did to the suspension, but it sure works! 


The bike can be taken out to the 
races the next day after you buy it, if 
you follow a little common sense 
break-in program. Ride it around the 
flat fire roads for a full tank of gas, 
making sure you don’t lug it down or 
turn it all the way. on, and stop about 
every 10 minutes and let it cool. After 
the first tank of gas look it over for

loose nuts and bolts. Ride it easy a 
couple of more tanks full. After a long 
day of cow trailing and about four tanks 
of gas, get the bike race ready, check it 
all over. You can leave the oil injection 
on until you learn how to tune it. 

1. Check nuts (they were loose on the 
head of the test bike). 

2. Oil and adjust the chain. 

3. Check transmission oil. 

4. Tire pressure: 10 front-12 rear. 

5. Check the spark plug, if it’s too 
clean, it’s lean. It should be the color of 
chocolate, otherwise go to a bigger main 
jet or raise the needle, if it’s lean at the 
low end. The jetting on our test bike 
was O.K. 

6. Service the air cleaner. 

If your rider is a first time beginner, 
don’t let him get his “race face” on, just 
go for a clean finish and you'll be 
surprised how well he finishes up at the 
end of the day. It’s hard for parents not 
to get over-enthusiastic when their child 
starts in this, but let the little racer set 
his own pace and let him build up his 
confidence and ability and you will have 
a great time together, you can believe it!

It’s a good thing the first loop was 
super-easy; they weren’t handling too 
good. The 30-mile loop was pretty tame 
and the averages were slow. PVDR even

had a hard way/easy way at one point. 
The hard way really wasn’t, other than 
being a little soft, which gives the 
minicycles fits. One long dirt road was 
at an gawdawful slow 15 MPH. I know 
PVDR wanted to make sure things were 
easy, but....They had four or five 
checks to keep everyone honest and all 
were spot-on in mileage and time. Well, 
there were some complaints about the 
tiebreaker being, get this, 15 seconds 
off! I can remember when most riders 
would be tickled pink:to come within 
15 seconds of their minute. Come on 
guys, it’s a fun run. 

Poor Shelly Sheridan. She was 
following her dad Roy around on her 
little Yamaha 60 and had zeroed 
everything including the tiebreaker, 
when they decided to take the easy way 
section (Roy claimed it was for her 
benefit) and they blew a turn, cutting 
off a good portion of the course. Since 
there wasn’t a speed change in that 
section they didn’t know it until they 
hit the next check seven minutes early. 
Ouch. They had fun anyway. 


At the finish, you drew your finisher’s 
pin. A “T” on the back made you a 
winner of a Thanksgiving bird. 








At the finish, which was not a known 
check (which meant you had to come in 
on your minute) the one-loopers and 
passengers received their finisher pins 
and checked the back of them for a “T” 
which stood for “You won a Turkey.” 
Lucky riders got a gift certificate for a 
bird. The rest of us hot shoes took a 
break and got ready for the second 
loop. 

We were primed for action since the 
first loop was so tame. Things started 
off well at 24 MPH as we took off down 
the dry lake over the whoopers. Things 
were going fairly easy when the course 
turned off into a wash and it was tight 
getting into the first check. That’s more 
like it, we thought. Well that was about 
it, as it turned out. The rest of the loop 
was mostly cross-country stuff which 
was very easy to keep on time, except 
when we were in an eight MPH section 
up a sand wash. Try to imagine riding in 
a sand wash in first gear for a couple of 
miles and you get the picture. 

Finally a check and it’s eight minutes 
off! My rider partner swears he saw a 
guy standing there with a wind-up alarm 
clock flipping the cards. After the check 
it was just a pleasant trail ride. Only one 
downhill to speak of which led into the 
second loop tiebreaker check. I heard a 
lot of complaints about it being exactly 
one minute off and PVDR told me it 
will be adjusted if it is indeed off. (You 
want my opinion? It was off.) 

Later I found out the morning course 
patrol had found over five miles of 
ribbon torn down and in some cases 
retied. They finished patching in the 
course just minutes before the first rider 
was due. Just once I’d like to catch 
someone messing with the ribbon. 

Just past the observation check was 
an innocent looking area which was 
about a foot deep in silt. You know, the 
kind that billows up all around you 
when you ride through. I saw three or 
four riders fall and it seemed like 
forever before the dust settled down 
enough to find them. At least it was 
soft. 

I asked around and everyone seemed 
to have a good time. The course 
marking was very good (I didn’t ride the 
easy way) and PVDR had all bases 
covered with International Racing 
Radio Crew and Service Search and 
Rescue standing by. e

The two-cycle engine has had its 
day in motocross and the four- 
cycle’s day is dawning. At least 
that is the impression one gets 


from some of the new develop- 
ments on the racing and environ- 
mental scene. And when the rac- 
ing scene is ready, the four-stroke 
will be well represented by the products 
of Hi-Performance Cycle Center in Long 
Beach, California, pioneers in this new 
development. 

Bill Bell is the head honcho of 
Hi-Performance Cycle Center, which 
started life as the racing department of 
Long Beach Honda some 14 years ago. 
Bill contends that the era of the dirt 
racing four-stroke has already begun, 
and cites the current successes of Rex 
Staten on the 410 Honda and 
Hi-Performance’s own sponsored racers 
as examples. 

Also, California’s anticipated tough 
new emissions standards for 1976 
off-road bikes may deal a death-blow to 
racing two-stroke sales. 

For the present, Hi-Performance has 
a hand in both types of engine 
development, two-stroke and four. Mike 
Bell, 17-year-old son of Bill, won the 
number one plate in CMC professional 
motocross on a Hi-Performance 
sponsored 125 Elsinore and Jeff 
Jennings, another sponsored racer at 15 
is a top CMC pro on a 250 Elsinore and 
a 250 XL prepped by Hi-Performance 
Cycle Center. 

Bell builds the bikes for Doug Nicol, 





nampeg, ome; District. 37 
Ultra-lightweight scrambler, Bobby 
Hosford (number one TT rider and 
1973’s top Junior on an SL 350 twin) 
and Rick Marquis, one of two top 
contenders for the District 37 
Heavyweight scrambles crown on a 
350cc and 470cc Honda four-stroke. All 
five racers mentioned are sponsored by 
Long Beach Honda’s Hi-Performance 
Cycle Center. 

What will motocross be like when 
four-stroke engines become the hot 
setup? Less expensive, for one thing. 
Less maintenance for another. 
Compared to two-stroke reliability, 
which often cals for a new top end 
every race to stay competitive, a hot 
four-stroke will deliver “probably four 
months of weekly competition before 
you have to do a ring and valve job, and 
possibly a rebore, depending on how 
good your air cleaner is,” reckons Bill 
Bell. 

The new Honda XL series engines are 
lightweight four-strokes with vast 
hop-up potential.: “You can take a 350 
single out to 470 with no reliability 
problems,” Bell testifies. “It'll go to 
410cc’s on the bore alone,” he adds. 

Hi-Performance has a list of racing 
parts for the XL 250 and 350 that crank 
out horsepower equal to the fastest 
two-strokes and they work closely with 
Dallas Baker’s C&J chassis factory to get

Hi-Performance ports Honda heads to 
Branch Flowmetrics specifications for 
their customers. About half of their 
business is through mail-order on an 
exchange parts basis. Their racing kit 
includes high performance cam, special 
Bell-designed forged piston, Mikuni 
carburetor, special manifold, porting, air 
cleaner box, tuned pipe and racing 
magneto. 

Bill Bell recommends that customers 
who order the racing kit follow up with 
a phone call to him for “some of the 
tuning secrets you just can’t write 
down.” 

With all of the horsepower increase 
available (up to 95% improvement over 


equal with the 





stock, Hi-Performance claims), handling 
has not been overlooked. Besides the 
C&J frames for all-out racing, Bell 
recommends Betor forks and Koni 
shocks, which bolt up to stock XL 
components. Hi-Performance also offers 
a floating rear brake kit for $44.95 to 
fit most Honda dirt bikes. 

A complete new XL 250 or 350 
motocrosser set up and dyno’ed by Bill 
Bell, with the C&J frame and all the 
Hi-Performance trickery the sponsored 
racers use, costs in the neighborhood of 
$2,500. Compared to the price of 
equivalent ‘factory works” two-stroke 
racers these days, that’s not a very 
expensive neighborhood. And you'll 
never have to mix oil with gasoline 
again. e

It’s go or blow for 
Jim Pomeroy 


The first American to win a motocross Grand 
Prix is still on Bultaco despite all the rumors 
and despite a frustrating 1974 season. After 
Puyallup he stood fourth overall in the 
Trans-AMA standings and first American, just 
23 points up on Brad Lackey. His best 
finishes to that time were a pair of thirds, one 
at Linnville, Ohio and one at Orlando, Florida 
— consistently high moto finishes working to 
his advantage in each. It’s not his style, 
though, to loaf and save the equipment.

Japan's answer to the Southern California 
Fast Factory Teenager Syndrome has the 
motorcycle press hustling to find out where 
he’s been hiding until this year, now that he’s 
steadily worked his way up in the Trans-AMA 
standings in his first appearance outside 
Japan. At age 20, he’s been under contract 
with the home factory for better than two 
years, and was 1974 Japanese National 
Number Two 125cc motocrosser behind 
Tarao Suzuki. He prefers the 125 class, and 
up until this year had never gated from an 
American-style starting gate in the midst of 
30 or more hungry riders. With a third at 
Orlando and a third at Puyallup, he’s 
obviously not letting preferences or habits 
stand in his way. 


Brad Lackey 
The only American who could cope with the 
early 450 Kawasaki prototypes, now on 
Husqvarna, Brad Lackey has to beat Jim 
Pomeroy to come out top American in this 
series. Brad’s been consistent, with a top-ten 
finish in every Trans-AMA up until Puyallup, 
where a second moto fall cut him short of a 
good placing. 


It all begins to happen at 9:30 a.m.

Tommy Croft shed his helmet, 
pulled up a folding chair and 
collapsed into it. Tired? “Nope! I 
just tried to make sure the bike 
finished the race. No need to push 
it past its limit.” 

It was the fourth moto in a row 
he’d completed this beautiful 
Sunday afternoon. All four were firsts 
and they equaled sweeps in the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes. It was only the third 
time this season a rider had won two 
classes in one day. 

Actually, it was a just finish to a 
topsy-turvy 1974 campaign for the 
young San Diego ace who rides for CMC 
Vice President Kelvin Franks. For the 
past four months the nickle-and-dime 
parts that failed have driven both 
Franks and Croft up the wall. At one 
point the 250cc Suzuki power plant 
seized, lost ignition, etc. with no 
apparent cause. 

Two weeks ago Kelvin sat down and

determined that it had to be either of 
two reasons: the oil mixture or the 
exhaust system. Both were changed at 
approximately the time all the failures 
began. They changed the oil first and 
things suddenly began not to happen.

And it feels good,” 
grinned Croft. 

“Hey, did you hear I passed Wolsink 
last weekend and I was on my 125? It 
really upset him...” 

But this day it was Billy Urban 
(WTE) and Rick Sheren (Hon) who 
provided the opposition in the 125s and 
Randy Myers (Bul) and Bob Elliott 
(Hus) in the 250s. And it was Sheren 
who gave it the hardest go with two 
hole shots that were equalized after two 
laps by collapsing rear suspension. In 
each 125 moto, Urban charged: hard 
eventually to finish second and second 
overall. 

But Croft was the star of the day. 

In the 500s Luke Messer (Mai) 
registered his second weekend double in 
a row, winning Friday night at Irwindale 
too. Actually, he tied Jim Snow, 
another Maico pilot who hails from 
Hawaii, on points with a first and 
second apiece. The deciding feature was 
a poor start by Snow in the final round. 

This was the last points event for the 
1974 season, but it all gets underway 
again on Dec. 8 here when the CMC 
kicks off a new year with a $1,500 
purse. Since many of the Trans-AMA 
regulars will be home again, it should be 
an outstanding meeting. And Tommy 
Croft should be a leading contender. @

What were you doing when you were 
six? 

Today was Hasten’s day. He already

Staats passed Hasten in the 
first sandwash but Kevin pulled it out 
and regained the lead just before the 
uphill that boggled most riders. Even 
Staats got off in the rocks on that hill 
but got going again without losing 
position. However, on the second loop, 
Staats had fuel problems and lost 
second position to Conroy. 

Once .moving again, Staats repassed 
Conroy and the duel was on. More fuel 
starvation late in the third loop put 
Staats back to third again and since 
Hasten was long gone, thatdetermined 
the top three. Incidentally, that little 
gas shortage may have cost Steve about 
$25. Conroy pocketed $50 for second 
overall and Staats got $25 for third. 
Conroy took an extra $50 for being first 
Amateur. Even DRA Novices win cash. 
First Novice today at tenth overall was 
Randall Smith and that netted him $25.

It 
didn’t take long to get going again, but 
that was all it took for Jim Fishback, 
Bob Ballentine and Wayne Cook to pass 
him. It was pretty obvious the bomb 
run was extremely fast, as there weren’t 
many small bikes up front. 

Past the railroad tracks, the course 
narrowed and ran up and down almost 
every canyon on the north side of the 
tracks. 

I got to the pits just in time to see 
Jim Fishback, who is back in the desert 
now that speedway season is over, come 
through with about a 30 second lead. The 
next racer by our pits was Tom Brooks, 
apparently working his way up and 
passing Ballentine at the home check, to 
take over second overall. Fourth overall 
and second 250 was Wayne Cook, just 
in front of the previous leader, Benny 
Padilla. The first small bike to come 








through was Bill Friant (Pen) at 10th 
overall, with a relatively new 175 
Expert right behind him, Mike Eckerdt 
of the Desert Foxes. 

Tracy Walters was leading the Novices 
at the smoke bomb and came through 
the pits with such a lead I thought all 
the other Novices had quit. Gary 
Johnston followed about four minutes 
later at second overall Novice, but he 
was still running first heavyweight in 
front of Lucky Merrit, the eventual 
winner. 


On the second loop, the course ran 
on the top of the hills south of the pits. 
Those ridges are fun, but they are 
spotted with sharp lava rock, which 
makes passing difficult and dangerous. 
About five miles out from ‘the finish, 
they threw in a downhill that made a 
few eyes bulge. Most riders said it was a 
fun downhill of sand, so if you fell, you 
just rolled. 


In a repeat performance of last week, 
Tom Brooks took over the lead 
somewhere on the second loop, beating 
Jim Fishback by 15 seconds at the 
finish. At second overall, Jim was still 
first heavyweight Expert, since Tommy 
was on his brother Cordis’ 250 Bul. The 
next rider to finish was Bob Ballentine 
of the Invaders (third overall, second 
heavyweight Expert). 

Bill Friant, whose racing career dates 
back farther than most of us can 
remember, pushed his Penton to the 


back here. 











limit and finished ninth overall, first 
175 Expert. His quiet little Penton 
should dispel the old wives tale that it 
has to be noisy to go fast. Dan Dawson, 
who was winning the Amateur class just 
a few weeks ago, worked his way up 
from dead last at the smoke bomb to 
12th overall, seventh 250 Expert. First 
Trail Expert was Larry Roeseler on his 
Harley, with Chris Weber finishing 
second on his new Hodaka. Now that he 
has a new bike and is back riding, Chris 
has the potential to do extremely well. 

At must have beenTracy Walters’ day, 
as he held on long enough to finish first 
Novice on his 250 Suzuki. Next Novice 
in lime was Lucky Merritt on his 400 
Husky. Third to come in was Steve 
Lindsey, who looks like he made good 
use of the tight course and finished first 
175 Novice on his Penton. Mike 
Anderson was next on his 250 Bultaco, 
with Doug Tragen on his open bike, 
Fred Hice on his 125 and Paul Carrara 
on a 250 Kawasaki, right behind him. 
Steve Taylor was eighth Novice and 
fourth 250 in front of Gary Johnston 
and P. Grossnickel on a 400 Husky and 
125 Honda. 

The girls ride just as hard as the guys 
and have a great time. Trudy Beck, 
riding a Penton for D&R Cycle, finished 
first today and quite well overall. 
Second girl was Kathy Anglin on her 
Husky. Third, and first Novice, was Jane 
Davis on a Bultaco. 

Ken Miller won the Trail Novice class 
with Pete Andleman and Willie Eveland 
following him in. 

Saturday night talk around the 
campfire, I learned that Cordis Brooks 
broke his leg and will be in a cast for six 
lor eight months. It happened at an 
inconvenient time since I understand 
ayne Cook is within grasp of the 
points lead Cordis now holds. We all 
wish Cordis well and hope that his leg 
will mend quickly. e 
Results will appear next week.

meeting to decide strategy for cancelling 
the world’s largest (and best). motor 
race. Thanks to them, the Bureau of 
Land Management has had to prepare a 
huge Environmental Impact Survey at a 
reputed cost to the taxpayers of 
$300,000. At most, the Bureau hopes to 
recover about $3,500 on the race. But it 
is symbolic of the $70,000 a year that 
motorcycle recreationists pay the BLM 
for the privilege of riding organized 
events on their desert. 

If the anti-bikers kill the 
Barstow-Vegas run there will be nothing 
to stop them from ending recreational 
use of the public lands altogether. That 
is prebably why they picked our biggest 
event, in the most desolate desert, for 
their target. 

Three anti-bikers stopped the entire 
state of Indiana from opening its public 
forests to motorcycles, on the day 
before they were due to be opened, just 
a couple of months ago. This “victory” 
has no doubt spurred the strong 
southern California contingent `of 
anti-bikers to greater efforts against the 
Barstow-to-Vegas run. But why, we ask, 
are they against our harmless fun? 

The answer appears to be that it is all 
a big misunderstanding. The desert 
protectors seem somewhat paranoid in 
the belief that our numbers are 
ever-increasing. This is not so, of course, 
for the number of desert riders reached 
its peak in the early 1970’s, when land 
closures closer to home forced 
thousands of riders to seek the desert as 
a last resort. Since numerous riding 
parks have opened in the last few years 
and enforcement of “written permission 
ordinances” has slackened off, the 
people-pressure on the desert from 
motorcyclists is diminishing, not 
increasing. The more new areas that ` 
open close to population centers, as 
ORV registration funds become 
available, the fewer people the desert 
will have to accommodate. 

Desert protectors have a fear, rather 
frequently stated, that if ORV use is 
allowed, bulldozing contests might 
become the rage, with prizes for the D-9 
Cat operator who can destroy the most 
desert surface in a set time! Well, 
somehow I have the feeling that the 
BLM wouldn’t go that far in granting a 
special use permit. I have seen with my 
own eyes, however (and nearly ridden 
into), random holes scraped in the 
desert by some sort of earthmoving 
device. Whether they were dug by 
prospectors or just somebody out 
playing with a back-hoe, they seem to 
cause a more serious disruption of 
nature than 3,000 motorcycles ever did, 
and I would probably welcome the 
Sierra Club’s help in bringing whoever is 
digging these wheel traps under control. 

Motorcycles don’t hurt the desert, or 
the puckerbushes or the crucifixion 
thorn or the gila monsters near as much 
as the desert helps the people who ride 
motorcycles there. The BLM’s 
environmental impact study of the 
Barstow-Vegas race made much of the 
benefit to desert lovers of “‘just knowing 
that the desert exists, even if they never 
go there.” Well, we’ve been going to the 
desert for quite a few years now, and 
the desert is getting along just fine. 

You don’t have to protect the desert 
from motorcycle riders, desert 
protectionists, but you ought to take a 
look at what the developers and the 
land speculators are doing out there. 
Perhaps we should join ` forces as 
desert-lovers and prevent the real 
“license to destroy.” But first you'll 
have to get off our backs and 
acknowledge that we might respect the 
land as much as anyone does. You could 
start by leaving the Barstow-Vegas race 
alone.

Livermore Trans-AMA 
DeCoster and Howerton 
sew it up smoothly

Roger DeCoster 


(Suz) and Kent 


Howerton (Hus) locked up their 
respective class championships in 


this next-to-last 


fast, smooth, dusty course. The 
Carnegie Cycle park course nestles 
in a natural cleft between several 
high foothills, and its powdery 
surface soil figured heavily in the final 
results, as volumes of thick, hanging 
dust got into eyes, air cleaners and 
engines. The track itself rated as very fast 
and smooth, featuring several off- 
camber turns, plus two steep uphill/ 
downhill hairpins and a fast swooping 
downhill on a slight curve past the start 
area. 

All the riders seemed to like the 
general layout of the track as they came 
in from practice, but were looking at 
the dust, shaking their heads and 
generally getting ready for a rough 
afternoon. The pressure would be on to 
gate well, get up the start hill and loop 
back toward the high-speed jump, 
hopefully to be riding im clear air. 





Trans-AMA ona 


Rich Eierstedt got his first or 
fantastic starts with Steve Stackable 
(Mai) trying to duck inside him on the 
way up the hill. The lead group into the 
hollow was Eierstedt, Stackable, Bengt 
Aberg (Bul) and Rex Staten (Hon) with 
Jim Pomeroy (Bul) bottled up in the 
middle of the worst dust and Roger 
DeCoster hanging back after a slow 
start. 


Roger continued to play it cool until 
people had strung out and the dust 
thinned. By the third lap, Eierstedt, 
Stackable and Aberg were running in a 
tight string five seconds ahead of Rex 
Staten, then another gap, then Willi 
Bauer, Adolf Weil, Harry Everts, Jim 
Wienert, Jim Pomeroy uncorked, Bryar 
Holcomb (Mai), Rich Thorwaldson, 
Arne Kring, Marty Tripes looking very 
tight-muscled, Vic Allan, Boven, Hans 
Maisch and finally DeCoster. 





By the seventh lap, the whole circuit 
was veiled by thin skeins of hanging 
dust as the riders in ones and twos kept 
it stirred up. Eierstedt, beginning to lap 
back-markers, still held the lead, though 
Bengt Aberg had gotten by Stackable 
and would soon begin pressing for first. 
Jim Weinert was moving up conspicu- 
ously, and DeCoster, having settled in 
behind Vic Allan at 16th, was still 
biding his time. Roger and many of the 
other Europeans seemed to be deliber- 
ately taking a rough line down the 
inside of the sweeping downhill before 
the high-speed jump, but it seemed to 
pay off by spitting them across the 
jump on a faster, smoother line into the 
succeeding corner, a quick-flick left over 
the brow of a hill. 

Shortly before mid-race, Aberg had 
taken over from Eierstedt and Weil had 
passed a slowing Stackable for third. 
Steve’s air cleaner was progressively 
packing up with dust, to the point that 
it would barely run by moto’s end. 
Demon dust would strike him again in 
the next moto. 

Weil got cross-threaded somewhere in 
the hollow long enough to let Staten, 
Bauer, and Pomeroy by, while 
DeCoster, deciding it was time to 
unwind, began to move up. Then more 
disaster for Weil. Canadian Bill McLean 
(Yam) fell in the high downhill 
right-hander near the start and appeared 
to be pinned under the machine. Two 





rescue workers bolted across the track 
to aid him, and Weil laid his Maico 
down to avoid nailing one of them. 
Both McLean and Weil got up and got 
going together but Adolf had lost 
sufficient position and momentum that 
he would finish this moto 16th. 

Meanwhile, Rich Eierstedt had also 
fallen in the lower part of the course. 
“It cost me two places and a lot of 
rhythm,” he said later, rubbing a 
tweaked wrist that had been treated 
with Novocaine for the second moto. 
Pomeroy’s Bultaco started sounding 
ratty just before the two lap board came 
out and it finally loaded up on him, 
apparently succumbing to a 
dust-clogged filter also. 

Ejerstedt, apparently feeling no pain, 
got another tremendous start, leading 
Weil, Stackable and DeCoster down the 
hill. All were treating the mud from an 
earlier watering with considerable 
caution, especially coming down from 
one off-camber chicane opposite the 
high-speed jump. As things settled out 
the lead group remained unchanged, 
with Aberg, Mike Runyard (Suz), Jim 
West (Hus), Everts, Allan, Maisch, 
Lackey, Sugio, Weinert, Boven, Bauer, 
Thorwaldson, Wolsink and Kring strung 
out behind in the dust. Pomeroy was 
béttled up again, and Rex Staten was 
running near dead last. 

Holcomb crashed in the muddy 
chicane early on and packed it up for 
the day. Weil and DeCoster pulled clear 
of Stackable, while Rich Eierstedt kept 
gaining ground by a half-second a lap, 
until about the fifth lap when he began 
to ease off. The lead trio came around 
again in a group, Weil passed Eierstedt 
in flight across the jump and DeCoster 
ditto later in the same lap. Rich was 
definitely slowing, as his front wheel 
was beginning to disintegrate. One lap 
later his crew flagged him in. They had a 
new wheel on his bike in 30 seconds and 


he went out again, having lost about a 
lap to eventually finish the moto 17th. 

Aberg settled in at third as DeCoster 
chased Weil in hair-raising fashion with 
the Suzuki’s rear end trying to go every 


way but straight. Weil, apparently 
getting much better power-to-ground, 
would pull away on the uphills, forcing 
Roger to charge desperately coming 
down. The drama continued at the 
point, though if Aberg could hang on 
and finish he’d have it, regardless of 
what Weil and DeCoster did. Stackable 
circulated in fourth until the air cleaner 
choked again and he faded, the Maico 
bogging weakly on the slow uphills. 
Staten pitted for good; Maisch moved 
into fourth, followed in good order by 
Runyard, Everts and Lackey. 

Then just after mid-race, DeCoster 
came around leading Weil by two 
seconds, Adolf had gotten badly 
cross-threaded again in the ruts and 
stroked it to a distant second. The two 
lap board came out, and with it, Aberg 
turned up missing. His mainshaft had 
snapped and the day was Roger’s. Willi 
Bauer, with a fourth and an eighth, had 
put together the next best points total, 
followed in the overall by Weil and first 
American Mike: Runyard. 

Support class 

Wheels were in the air everywhere 
and traffic jammed at the top of the hill 
as Gaylon Mosier led the skittish 250s 
out in their first moto. Gaylon was to 
lead this one wire-to-wire as the dust 
and the tight uphill/downhill hairpin 
would get to most of the competition in 
one way or another. Kent Howerton 
(Hus) shunted a back-marker hard in the 
hairpin, but held on for second ahead of 
Ron Pomeroy, whose Pursang was often 
off the pipe and barely running up this 
same stretch. Ken Zahrt worked past 
Bill Grossi into fourth but would later 
fade down into the pack as his Bul 
began to bog.

Marty: Smith, after a sluggish start, 
worked up into the lead group that also 
contained Pat Richter (CZ), Gary 
Semics (Hon), Bob Plumb (Mai), Rick 
Burgett (CZ) and Frank Stacy (CZ). 
Then after a five-second gap came Bruce 
McDougal, leading the second grouping 
on the four-stroke. John DeSoto, after a 
balked start, was slowly reeling in 
back-markers as Smith, now in sixth, 
made repeated charges at Ken Zahrt. 

Bill Payne got stopped by the uphill 
near mid-race. Smith finally got by 
Zahrt (who was fading) and Grossi (who 
finished strongly behind Smith). Ron 
Pomeroy made one final effort to close 
it with Howerton, but Kent would have 
none of that as the lead trio finished in 
the order it had circulated most of the 
race. 

Howerton would have to work for it 
in the next moto, as Pomeroy and 
Smith gated in front together and Kent 
got bottled up in traffic. Mosier ran in 
third for just over a lap, then 
disappeared, leaving Danny and Jim 
Turner to wrangle over third and fourth. 
That got settled as Jim’s Bul went sour 
(dust again?). McDougal on the thumper 
had a good early position as did John 
DeSoto, both circulating behind the 
Turners in fifth and sixth. 

Ron Pomeroy, having gotten the best 
shot into the second turn after the start, 
continued to hold Smith at about a 
bike’s length until lap six, when Marty 
muscled around and cleared himself 
away to command the rest of the moto. 
Howerton was the comer, meanwhile, as 
he began picking off the opposition in 
ones and twos, passing DeSoto and a 
fading McDougal into fifth by mid-race. 
When Jim Turner faded away, Kent was 
fourth, and in succeeding laps he would 
get by Dan Turner and Ron Pomeroy. 

Rick Burgett converted a mid-pack 
start to a sixth place finish behind 
DeSoto, and Bill Grossi worked around

How to win 


MOTOCROSS” 


Part eight: Riding technique, conť’d. 


You don't always sit down 

People get the idea that you always 
have to sit down and get one foot out 
when you are making a turn. A lot of 
turns should be made feet up — meaning 
on the pegs — and standing. 

Suppose you are riding fast through a 
rough stretch of track — you have to be 
standing on the pegs — and then you 
come to a quick little turn followed by 
more rough stuff. 

The turn itself may take only half a 
second to get around. If you have the 
habit of sitting down you will come up 
to the turn and sit down. And while you 
are doing that you are slowing down, 
then make the turn, then stand up and 
start racing again. When you are coming 
out of the turn and trying to get off the 
seat and back up on the pegs you will 
allow the motorcycle to keep going 
slowly and you won’t really turn on the 
power until you are up on the pegs 
again and set for the rough track. 

In that one-half second turn you will 
probably lose another half-second due 
to getting up and down on the seat. 

It’s better to make the turn standing 
on the pegs. If you need a foot out in 
the middle of the turn, put it out. This 
is one of the things you do in motocross 
which is exactly like riding observed 
trials. The trials rider calls it “taking a 
dab” when he puts his foot down. He 
rides standing up all the time and will 
never sit down just to take a dab. He 
learns to ride with his two hands on the 
bars and one foot on a peg and he can 
control the motorcycle while doing 
that. 

You can do the same thing at 
motocross speeds. At what speed should 
you first learn to do it? Yep. Trials 
speeds. If you haven’t done it that’s 
something else for you to practice. 

Earlier when I asked you to practice 
making tight turns, I said to do it sitting 
down. Most people feel safer that way 
at the beginning. Now, while you are 
practicing getting a foot down while 
you are standing up, you can add some 
more versatility to your riding style. Try 
making the tight turn standing up, one 
foot on the peg and one foot on the 
ground. You should get back that half 
second you were losing due to sitting 
down. 

You don’t actually sit down 

Whenever you are maneuvering the 
motorcycle you should not have all 
your weight on the seat even if it looks 
that way to the spectators. 

Here’s something you can try which 
will show you the difference. Sit on 
your motorcycle with one foot on the 
ground and all of your body weight 
resting on the seat. Your other foot is 
just resting lightly on the peg. Now, 
imagine that the bike is bouncing and 
jumping around and the rear end is 
trying to slide out from under you. Just 
sitting there on top of it, you don’t feel 
like you have much control, do you? 

Now take the same position but 
carry a lot of your body weight on the 
outside foot peg. You are touching the 
seat but you are not actually sitting on 
it completely. Feel the difference in 
your ability to control the rear end of 
the motorcycle. With that foot which is 
bearing down on the foot peg, you can 


make the motorcycle move if you need 
to. 
Medium turns 

Sometimes a tight turn will lead out 
into a piece of track that curves gently 
down to the next turn. That’s really a 
medium turn. You are accelerating wide 
open out of the tight turn and your rear 
tire keeps wanting to drift to the 
outside. The only problem there is the 
rear tire wanting to drift out. 

One way to keep control is to 
flat-track it around the bend. You get 
crossed up and let the rear end hang 
out. Steer with the throttle as you go 
around and have a lot of fun. The 
spectators will think you are great. 

That’s OK if the bend leads onto a 
long straight where you can gradually 
get uncrossed without losing any time 
or speed. But what if the bend leads 
into another tight turn? You arrive at 
the tight turn all crossed up and maybe 
even pointing in the wrong direction. 
Before you can stop you have to slow 
down enough to get uncrossed and get 
the bike vertical and pointed straight. 
Then you can pull it down for the turn. 
You have lost a lot of time. 

A medium turn is also the kind 
where you have to use the brakes briefly 
to get into it but you do not really have 
to stop. After you are in it you can use 
power going around. Sometimes the 
turn gets wider after you are in it so you 
can gain speed going around. The 
problem is the rear end keeps trying to 
slide out. 

If you have the choice between a 
front-end washout and the rear end 
sliding out, which will you take? You 
never want the front end to slide out 
because it almost always leads to a 
crash. A front-end washout is 
uncontrollable. So you always keep 
weight on the front end in a turn. 

But when the back end is sliding out, 
you have to do something about itor 
you will wind up racing in the opposite 
direction. How ‘bout this solution? 
Reduce throttle. 

That will work but you don’t want 
to do that, do you? You want to keep 
your throttle wide open or else closed. 

What you do is dig in one toe and use 
your other leg to pull the motorcycle 
back under you, where it belongs. 

Suppose you are turning to the right 
and the rear wheel is sliding out to the 
left. Put your right foot on the ground 
back near the rear tire just the same way 
you did on the starting line. Dig your 
toe into the ground so it gives you an 
anchor point that you can put some 
force on, even though it is sliding along. 
Put your left knee hard into the side of 
the tank and push the inside of your left 
foot against the frame or engine case, 
keeping your foot on the peg. You sort 
of curl the motorcycle back underneath 
you and hold it there with your right 
toe in the ground and pressure from 
your left leg until you don’t need to 
anymore. 

While you are using your toe on the 
ground and your knee into the side of 
the tank to control the rear end of the 
motorcycle, you also have to be 
working up front. Get up over the bars 
and drive the front tire down into the 
track so it has traction. When you feel 


the rear end trying to slide out, your 
natural instinct may cause you to turn 
the front wheel in the direction of the 
slide and just let it drift. You aren’t 
doing that at the back because you are 
holding the rear end in under you. So 
you don’t steer into the slide at the 
front. Steer in the direction you want 
the bike to go and control the 
motorcycle at both ends so it goes in 
that direction. 

The main problem in a medium bend 
is the rear end drifting out. The best 
solution is to pull it back in where it 
belongs. 

Look around and you will see people 
using part throttle on medium bends to 
keep the rear end from sliding. You can 
use full throttle. You can beat them. 
The big sweeper 

A big turn is one you don’t have to 
slow down for. You can go into it at 
whatever speed you have when you get 
there, lean it over and romp right 
around. You can use power all the way 
and sometimes even gain speed. 

Sweepers are not very hard to ride. 
Frequently there is more than one line 
which is regularly used by racers. One 
on the outside and one on the inside, 
with a visible groove each place. Most 
riders will always go wide if they have 
the choice but the inside groove may be 
faster. Neither of the popular routes 
may be the fastest, but we get into that 
in the later section on racing technique 
and strategy. 

There may be a berm all the way 
around the outside of a big round turn 
and these are practically irresistible. 
Riders will slow down and line up to get 
on it and then follow each other around 
the big berm all day long. Watch a 
situation like that carefully and 
sometimes it’s funny. A rider who goes 
on the inside will pick up two or three 
places per lap right there in the big turn 
but somehow the riders on the berm 
don’t seem to notice it. If you notice it 
then you don’t want to join the parade 
out there riding wide. 

Racing Rule: Don’t use a berm unless 
it is actually helping you and you are 
actually going faster when you ride on 
it. 

There’s this strong fixation that 
riding on the berm is the proper way to 
race. This is reinforced when people see 
a berm in a curve because then they 
know somebody is using it and they 
think they have to get out there and get 
on it because it must be the official fast 
way. 

I have seen riders come into a turn 
with a berm on the outside and 
suddenly realize that they are not going 
to hit it. They will look over at the 
berm, slow down, steer to the outside of 
the curve and ride out there where it is. 
Then they will roll their wheels on it for 
a few feet while turning and finally 
wander back onto the race track. While 
they were out there playing on the berm 
two or three riders got past. on the 
inside. These riders get so locked up in 
their groove that they never change and 
they get passed on the inside all day. 

If somebody is passing you on the 

inside, you're doing it wrong. 

Using the berm 
A berm allows you to go faster into a 


turn than any other way, but it has to 
be the right turn and the right berm. On| 
the big sweepers the berm may not help. 
On any wide turn where you have a 
choice, be suspicious of the route that 
uses the berm. But if there is a tight, 
turn of about 90 degrees more or less, 
with a good berm on the outside of it, 
and a long fast straight in front of it, 
you have the situation where a 
berm-shot is necessary. 

Even on a tight turn with a good 
berm you have some choices. You can 
come in wide, square it off and then 
shoot across the inside of the turn. Or 
you can hang in close all the way, 
making a pivot turn on the inside and 
then accelerating out again as we 
discussed earlier. With a slow rider using 
the berm, either of these ways may get 
you past him. But if the berm is right 
and the turn is right and nobody is on 
it, using that berm will be the fastest 
way. You will go in faster and come out 
faster by bouncing off the berm. | 

You already know most of how to 
do it. Remember about pitching the 
motorcycle into a tight turn. Do the 
same thing only faster. As you come 
into the turn, pitch the motorcycle 
sideways and slide on both wheels into 
the berm. It’s a controlled crash into the 
berm and you'll make a thud when you 
hit it. You should hit it with both 
wheels at the same time. The suspension 
will compress and then you will 
rebound off the berm in the new 
direction of travel. With the suspension 
compressed due to the force of your 
impact, the rear tire will have fantastic 
traction. Open the throttle, hold the 
front end down and you'll just fly away 


. from that corner. 


That’s the way to get maximum 
benefit from a berm in terms of slowing 
down the least ands spending the 
shortest amount of time in the corner. 
It depends on a lot of factors such as 
the shape of the corner and of the berm, 
how fast you are traveling when you get 
there, and the line you are taking, which 
may be influenced by other riders or the 
preceding turn. Any of these things can 
cause you not to make that sliding crash 
into a berm. There are still ways you 
can use it. 

For example some people bring the) 
motorcycle up to the berm without ever 
pitching it over. When the front tire hits 
the berm, then the rider leans the bike 
and lets the rear tire slide into contact. 
At that point the whole motorcycle will 
tend to bounce off the berm, but not 
the way it does when you have slid into 
the berm, both wheels at the same time. 

On a fairly big turn, with a berm all 
the way around the outside, you may 
want to stay on the berm and ride it all 
the way around. In that case you don’t 
want to bounce off so you don’t hit it 
hard. As you begin the turn, you ride up 
onto the side of the berm and lean the 
bike into it. The more you lean, the 
faster you can go and centrifugal force 
holds you up on the side of the berm. 

When you are practicing on a race 
course, you will probably find different 
kinds of berms and you can try riding 
them the ways we have just discussed. 
Keep in mind though, unless the berm is 
actually helping you ride faster, don’t 
go out looking for it and waste time 
riding it. 

Off-camber turns 

Here’s another thing we can learn 
from the trials riders. First let’s just 
consider riding along the side of a hill in 
a straight line. The latest word from the 
trials gang is you should put your 
weight on the downhill foot peg and 
hold the bike as nearly vertical as you 
can. 
Doing this is part of body English 
and it’s a thing you start doing naturally 
once you get the feel for it. Putting 
weight on the downhill peg helps hold 
the tires into the hill and reduces the 
chance of the tires slipping downhill. 
Also, if the bike does slip a little bit and 





‘ou are over toward the downhill side, 


it is moving underneath you and you 
can still maintain control and balance. 

The same thing applies when you are 

making an off-camber turn. Say you are 
turning to the right and the ground is 
sloping to the left. This happens often 
fat courses where they put a turn around 
e end of a ridge or on the side of a 
hill. As you go around put more of your 
eight on the outside or downhill side. 

You also have to keep the power on 

steadily without goosing the throttle or 
getting hard on the brakes. If you close 

e throttle on an off-camber you will 

start sliding down the hill. If you apply 

e brakes you will do the same thing. 

Smooth and cool will get you around 

e turn. 

Braking in the rough 
Imagine a long straightaway with a 
ight turn at the end. Just before the 
urn is the worst piece.of ground you 
ver saw. It has ruts running in both 
directions, half-buried rocks, tree roots 
isible, and the whole thing is covered 
ith a two-inch layer of small round 
‘ocks. 

You are winging down that straight, 
‘at out in top gear, and just as you get 
to the bad stretch you need to get 

stopped for the corner. 

You think I’m gonna tell you how to 

Ho that, don’t you? I’m not. There is no 
ay. 
Just thought I would mention that. 
Braking on rough terrain is a problem 
you solve by where you ride, not how 
ou ride. This affects your lines on the 
ourse and I will discuss that in the 
ompetition section. 
There will be places where you have 
o go through rough ground and get 
lowed down or accelerate while you are 
Hoing it. When you can’t avoid, you do 
t. Practice this so you get an 
nderstanding of the things the 
otorcycle is going to do and practice it 
lowly at first because there will be 
ome. surprises in there. 


lhoop-de-doos 
I don’t know where the expression 


‘whoop-de-doo” originated. I first 
ard it when I was a kid, riding in the 
alifornia desert races. The desert will 
ave long stretches where there are 
egularly-spaced ridges in the sand — 
brobably caused by the wind. They are 
hard to ride and tiring over a long 
listance but we gradually developed a 
lechnique for them. 

On a motocross course that we made 
perfectly smooth by a bulldozer, a series 
bf regular bumps and valleys will form 

ry quickly when the bikes get out on 
lhe track. These are even worse than 
lesert whoop-dees because they are 
made by the motorcycle themselves. 

What happens is, at a certain speed, a 
Motorcycle will have a natural rocking 
notion at a steady rate like a child’s 
locking-horse toy. Anything that starts 
lo make a depression in the ground will 

entually cause a long series of 
hoop-dees to be dug into the ground. 

is can be due to hard braking, hard 
celeration, or a jump where the bikes 
and hard on the rear tire. 

That first little depression gives the 
pike a fore-and-aft rocking motion 

ich enlarges the first depression and 
freates another one farther down the 
ourse. The second one causes a third to 
orm, and so forth. The pattern of the 

dulations in the ground exactly 
matches the motion of the average 
otorcycle when it is rocking forward 

d back. So the motorcycles rock 
ong and dig the pattern deeper, and 

e deeper it gets the more the bikes 
eem to enjoy playing that game. 

To ride through there you have to 
break up that conspiracy between 
errain and motorcycle. If you don’t, 
þad things can happen to you. 

If you let the motorcycle follow the 
ontour of the track, with both wheels 
ouching the ground, and you go fast 
ou will notice that your rear wheel

starts getting airborne off the tops of 
the bumps. At that instant, your front 
wheel is on the ground so it can serve as 
a pivot. 

Sooner or later the rear tire will 
come up into the air at an angle. If the 
front tire is on the ground acting as a 
pivot, the bike will start rotating 
sideways. When the rear tire touches 
down it will bounce up again but it will 
start swinging in the opposite direction. 
This bouncing and tail-wagging will 
build up violently and pretty soon you 
will crash or fall off. That’s called 
“eating it.” 

The only part of that which can be 
prevented is leaving the front wheel 
down so the rest of the motorcycle can 
pivot on it. 

The main thing in riding through 
whoop-de-doos is to get the front end 
light and up in the air so it misses the 
bumps or just barely kisses the top as it 
goes by. 

As long as you've got that front end 
up, there is nothing to worry about. 

Turn the power on, stand on the 
pegs, and move your weight to the back 
of the motorcycle. 

When the front end is just floating 
over the bumps, the rear tire will be 
working up and down over them. It will 
probably come off the top of one 
bump, travel through the air and land 
on the side of the next bump. The rear 
suspension is working as much as it can 
but it can move only about four 
inches. The whoops may be 10 or 12 
inches tall, sometimes a lot higher. 

There is no way the rear suspension 
can cope with all that terrain variation. 
Your shocks should be cushioning the 
jolts as the suspension compresses but 
you also have to help out by bending 
your knees. The rear suspension helps 
the bike. Your knees act as the 
suspension for your own weight by 
bending as you go over the bumps. 

Riding the whoop-dees is a good 
thing to watch before you practice on 
them because you can see the difference 
very easily. Watch novice riders in a bad 
section. Typically they will leave the 
front tire on the ground all the way 
through. If they try going fast the rear 
end quickly gets out of control so they 
usually don’t do that. They will go very 
slowly riding their rocking horses along 
the track. Some of them will fall. 

Now watch the experts go through. 
Front wheels are up and they are going 
probably three times as fast as the 
rocking horses. Even while doing that, 
they have better control and less chance 
of dumping. 


Turning on the rear wheel 

When the front wheel is making the 
bike turn, it is exerting a side force on 
the ground. If the wheel is lightly 








loaded or even up in the air it can’t get a 
grip on the surface and make the 
motorcycle turn. An example is riding 
through the whoop-dees on your rear 
tire. 

You may still want to turn while you 
are pulling some kind of a wheelie and 
the way to do it is lean the bike in the 
direction you want it to go. You can’t 
make any sharp turns this way but there 
are a lot of places on the motocross 
track where it is useful. 

The surface 

If you race on different tracks in 
your part of the country and maybe 
have the opportunity to try a few 
course in other areas, you will ride on 
about every kind of terrain there is. 
Good dirt, grass, sand, mud and gravel 
to name just a few of the all-time 
favorites. 

The best way to learn the different 
characteristics in some of these fun 
places is to experiment and practice. I 


. have already mentioned doing your 


acceleration and braking routine on 
different surfaces, as well as practicing 
starts. Here are'some clues and riding tips 
that may help you. 

Grass usually has good traction 
unless it is tall or wet. If it is tall, the 
blades will lie down flat under the tire 
and they can be slippery. Pine needles 
are about as slippery as ice. If you have 
ever run into a dense layer of them 
you'll agree with me instantly. To get 
forward traction, keep power on. The 
rear tire may spin a little but it will 
quickly dig down to the good traction. 
To turn on slippery grass or something

like pine needles you just have tò go 
slow and carefully. 

Sand is hard to ride slowly but pretty 
easy if you are going fast. Get your 
weight to the rear so the front is light 
and doesn’t sink or plow in. When you 
want to turn, do it mainly by leaning 
the bike. To make a sharp turn, pitch 
the bike. The tires will slide along, 
building a berm as they go and finally 
the berm will stop motion in that 
direction and turn you in the direction 
you intend to go. You have to expect 
the turn to widen out while you are 
making it because you will slide 
sideways while you are turning. 

Mud is a great favorite for the 
spectators but I don’t know many riders 
who yearn for it a lot. You can get 
philosophic about it and say the mud is 
there so I will ride in it. But a lot of 
mud around a track reduces the amount 
of fun you can have. If it is deep all you 
can do is try to go in straight lines as 
much as possible and have enough 
momentum when you hit so you can go 
all the way through the swamp. 

In deep mud, hold the bike straight 
up and use full power. Your rear tire 
will either dig down to some traction or 
it will throw enough mud anyway so 
you will move. In slippery, greasy stuff 
body English is twice as important as 
anywhere on the track and you use it to 
hold the bike as vertical as possible. 
Sometimes bouncing on the seat will 
help get traction in two ways. It spreads 
out the tire so there is more contact 
with the surface and it also drives the 
tire down into the surface. If you are 
trying to accelerate and not getting 
much, bouncing on the bike will 
probably help. 

A lot of riders treat a wet track as 
though it was hub deep in mud and 
that’s a mistake. If the mud is only an 
inch or two deep, there is good traction 
just underneath it. Use power so the 
rear tire can get down to the sticky 
layer and you can ride about as fast as if 
the track was dry. Mud may require you 
to change your lines in the corners. 
Look for the edge of a bank, or a grassy 
verge, or even some other rider’s ruts to 
help you make turns. 

Ride gravel about the same as sand. 
Keep the front erid light and keep your 
speed up. Turn by leaning the bike and 
don’t try hard, tight turns on the loose 
pebbles. 

Ruts 

Ruts on a wet track are a help. If the 
top layer is still squishy and not too 
deep, the best traction will be in the 
bottom of someboy else’s rut. Use it. 

If the mud got pretty deep last week, 
riders made ruts about six inches deep, 
and then the sun came out to dry it all 
up, you have a different siutation. Most 
riders will try to avoid getting down in a 
deep rut with hard sides. I usually avoid 
them too. 

Sometimes you can’t avoid getting 
trapped in a deep rut and it’s scary. The 
previous rider made some zigs and zags 
to keep his balance but they may not 
help you very much in keeping your 
balance. In fact it may seem that the rut 
is trying to make you fall over. If you 
get in a situation like that, don’t fight 
the rut. If you get a death grip on the 
bars and try to fight your way through, 
you will lose. Relax, get your weight 
back to lighten up the front end, turn 
on a little power and float through the 
rut. If the handlebars want to wiggle a 
little bit, let them. 

Anytime you are worried about the 
terrain controlling your front wheel and 
maybe knocking it off course or leading 
it off course, get the front end light. 
The lighter the front wheel, the less 
effect it has on the direction of travel. 
In fact, if you pick it up off the ground 
it won’t have any effect ọn your line of 
travel.
